Greece, in notes to Bulgaria and-the 
powers Justifying her action, accuses 
Bulgaria of treacherously attacking the 
Greeks and Servians in order to seize 
imporiant territories and so place her- 
self in an advantageous position in the 
coming negotiations for a settlement of 
the Balkan differences. 

In the meantime fighting continues, 
according to Servian advices, on a 
heavy scale ad the King of Grecce, 
with his staff, has left Saloniki for the 
front to direct the operations person- 
ally. 

The representatives of the powers at 
all the Balkan capitals are urgently 
pressing the respective governments 
nol to allow unfortunate occurrences 
to drag them into war. 


Greeks Assist Servians. 

A Belgrade despatch to the Daiiy 
Telegraph reports that the Greeks went 
to the assistance of the Servians. and 
after heavy fighting re-captured Guev- 
ghell. -The Bulgarians met with a real 
disaster when, in an_attack on tho Ser- 
yian positions at Retkibukye,. on the 
bank of the Zletovo river, they attempt- 
ed desperate assaults with the bayonet.

THE IMPOSSIBLENESS CF 
EDMONTON'S PRESENT CHARTER 

That that compendium of incongruities, the Short charter, must be relegated. to the 
waste basket and a new charter providing in its stead for an elected commission with de- 
fined dulies be provided, must by now be apparent to all who have given the municipal 
situation thought and who hope for some way out of the frictions and entanglements which 
have marked the course of municipal affairs in Edmonton since this centre of population 
has assumed the proportions of a city. 

Upon the understanding that the difficulties into which the administration of — the 
city’s affairs has drifted during recent years vas due solely to personal incapacity of those 
‘nto whose hands the administration had been placed, Mr. Short, author of the charter, came 
forward and offered his superior abilities to bring order out of a very tangled situation by 
the extremely simple expedient of administering the city in accordance with the principles 
lnid down in his charter. Whether or not Mr. Short bas the administrative ability claimed 
hy himself and friends is still.a matter of very grave doubt, but for the purposes of _ this 
argument it is profitable to admit that he has, for the greater his abilities the more certain it 
is that the system is wrong, But be that as it, may, an enormous percentage of the electors 
evidently believed that he could accomplish this systematization by the method proposed, 
as is evident by the tremendous majority ot votes cast in his favor, 

\With this almost unanimous endorsation, Mr. Short grappled with the undertaking 
of adminisiering the city in accordance with the charter of which he claimed the author- 
ship; and what has heen the result? Those in close touch with the municipal situation know 
all too well that the only thing which Mr. Short has incontrovertibly proven so far, is that 
under the present charter, with its absurd diffusion of responsibility, systematization is 
impossible. 

Some of the instances of the impossibleness of the present form of government are so 
elaringly grotesque that they would be comedy were the consequences not so serious. The 
paving blunder furnishes a characteristic illustration. An error of more than eight*hundred 
thousand dollars is made in the calculation of the amount of money required for the paving 
programme for the present year, but not until this blunder is pointed out by the agent of the 
hond-huyers does it become known to anyone connected with the city government or the city 
administration. The city council then, bent upon fixing responsibility for such a gross 
error, spends two weeks in an examination to discover who made this absurd mistake in 
arithmetic, and in the finish practically begs the whole case by finding that the error lay 
with “the commissioners.” Which of the commissioners, deponents saith not. 

Another illustration of the impossibility of fixing responsibility under the present 
charter is shown in the examination into the affairs of the street railway. It took the 
Capital three months of steady pounding to get this matter opened up. In the commence- 
ment {he mavor and commissioners scouted the suggestion that there was something wrong 
with {he street railway financing, but when they were finally forced to make a statement, 
it became evident that parks had been bought with street railway money, that the Elizabeth 
street deal had been put over with funds from the same source, and that other thousands and 
thousands borrowed for the extension of the street railway system had been diverted. to 
sources which had no rekation to the street railway whatever, while at the same time this 
strect railway had been paying more in fixed charges for money which it was not getting the 
use of than the total of the alleged deficit which was advertised with great regularity 
for the information of all who required an evidence of the failure of municipal ownership. 
And not only was the street railway out the money which it was paying in interest without 
getting the use of the capital, but the revenye was hampered and the service crippled by 
failure to complete extensions very necessary to the success of the enterprize.- All these cir- 
cumstances are now plainly apparent, and their disclosure may be temporarily beneficial 
to the street railway through securing for it the completion of the extensions upon which it 
has so long been paying fixed charges for phantoms, But the point is that the system 
under which such things could occur is wrong; and emphatically more wrong is the system in 
the respect thai, these things having been discovered, there has vet been placed no responsi- 
hility for the manhandling of a three million dollar enterprize; nor, apparently, can any 
responsibility be placed. Even at this juncture Mayor Short cannot look back into the 
municipal files and ledgers and place his finger on any man of whom he can say: “This man 
was responsible for the bungling of the finances of the street railway.” : 

Nor can Mayor Short lay his finger on any man and say “This is the man who per- 
mitted the expenditure by the city last year of three million dollars more money than the 
city ever had.” z 

In the matter of power rates to the street railway, Mayor Short actually gets the 
commission board, affer having set a rate, to reverse itself and set the rate back to where it 
was before the commission board ordered it lowered, a performance which, to say the 
least, is a laughable evidence of the diffusion of authority under his charter. 

To anyone who gave the matter even cursory attention ff must be apparent that a 
system which so diffused authority that such things occur without placing a direct onus of 
responsibility upon some one is wrong; so wrong as to be absolutely unworkable. In_ his 
own heart.of hearts Mayor Short by now undoubtedly admits that this is true. ae 

By the detinition and segregation of the duties of the commissioners at present em- 
ployed there would at least be this much accomplished that the ratepayers would be able to 
knaw, in case of blunder, to whom responsibility for that blunder should be attributed. 

Bui even though the council may progress this far in the amendment of the present 
system, there will still remain the tact that when the ratepayers are made aware of where! 
any certain troubte fies, they will have no way of reaching through any direct action upon| 
their part the commissioner or the department with whom they are dissatisfied, and the 
appointed officials, being not answerable to the ratepayers, may escape responsibility so} 
long as they have three members of each council who will stand between them and the 
electors. As an alderman-elect does not. have to face the electors again for twe years, this is} 
by ne means a ditficult teat. | 

Until the municipal system of government provides for the placing at the head of} 
each of the natural departments of the city’s affairs an elected representative, just as in the! 
making of a cabinet for the government of a province there is placed at the head of each| 
department some elected head, there is little chance for responsible government and admin-; 
istration in this city. It does not follow that these elected heads—call them commissioners | 
or what you will—should necessarily require to have aay intimate knowledge’ of — the} 
busines or any expert training, any more than does a minister in the government require) 
years of education in the tectinicalities of the business of the department over which he is to} 
preside. If your elected commissioner has sufficient. plain, ordinary commion sense to| 
<now when his superintendents are delivering the goods his success will not be possible. Just} 
as a safeguard against ihe perpetuation in office of a commissioner who; lacking this common | 
sense, may have been mistakenly chosen by the electors, the recall is necessary in order ta! 
permit the electors to rectify their mistake before the consequences of ii become serious.|

Oltawa, July 8.—An application of 
the Canadian Northern railway for the 
revision of 140 miles of its line from 
Regina to Red Deer was considered 
by the minister of railways yesterday, 
and il was approved and granted. The 
line revised runs from Alsask easterly 
and the revisions are of a minor na- 
ture, There was no discussion.on the 
application. 

An application of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific for the extension of ils branch 
line from the Dock at Prince Rupert 
round the foreshore of Kaien Island 
and thence along the Shawalan passage 
was considered, 

The entire branch consists of three 
and a half miles of roacé which has 
already been approved to Point Hays. 
The portion for which approval was 
asked consists of about a mile south- 
ward from the latter point. 

Hon. Frank Cochrane was of the 
opinion that it would give tho railway 
* control of the entire foreshore of the 
island, He stated that before giving his 
official approval he would like to see 

the railway company about the matter. 

The application was therefore al- 

lowed to stand for the present.

MRS. GILMAN, 53 TODAY, SAYS 
ENGLISHWOMEN ARE SUPERIOR. 


Charlotte Perkins Gilman, who ts 
perhaps the world’s greatest femininy 
authority on economics and sociology, 
declares that the Englishwoman is the 
superior, taken up one side and down 
the other, of her sister on this side of 
the Atlantic. 

,American women may take a hor- 
rible revenge In contemplating the fact 
that. Mrs. Gilman will pass her fifty- 
third milestone today, as it is stated on 
the best authority, and has never been 
denied, that sho was born in Hartford, 
Conn., July 8, 1860. 

Mrs, Gilman's first atempts at au- 
thorship were made under her matden 
name of Charlotte Perkins. Shoe was 
24 when she married CG. W. Stetson, 
and under the name of Charlotte Per- 
kins Stetson she gained an Internation- 
al-reputation as a writer of stories, 
pooms and articles in the magazinos, 
and as a lecturer on such topics as tho 
advancement of women: and: the labor 
question, Her first book, ''Women and 
Koonomics,"’ was published tn 1898, 
and added greatly to her reputation as 
a clear and logical thinker. In tho 
same year she published a volume of 
verse, ‘In This Our World.'' Her mas- 
terly psychological story, “The Yellcw 
Wallpaper," Is perhaps the most puw- 
erful literary presentation ever made of 
the influence of environment on a mor- 
bid mind, and {s worthy. of the pen of 
a de Maupassant, In 1900 the author 
assumed her present name by her mar- 
tlage to G, H. Gilman, a New York law- 
yer. 

Mrs. Gilman fs a great-granddaugh- 
ter of Lyman Beecher, the grandniece 
of Harriet Beecher Stowe and Henry 
Wad Becher, and tho daughter of 
Frederick Beecher Perkins, an author, 
and for many years a librarian in San 
Francisco. 

By reason of numcrous lecture trips 
through Furope, and long residence in 
England, Mrs, Gilman has becomo fam- 
liar with the women of many coun- 
tries, and her comparisons are interest- 
ing, Sho says:

SULTS ||Says Er Fred Barter Uses 
High-Handed Methods 


President of Dominion Football Association is Doing More} 80ne—enoueh sald. 
Harm to Game Than Good-—Alberta Football Asso- 
ciation Should Hold Meeting at Once. 


Writing In the Calgary 
K. Matheson of that city makes 
of Fred Barter, whom he callg. the 
“self-styled President of Dominion 
football association.” Mr, Matheson’s 
arlicle is as follows :— 

Why does the Dominion Football as- 
sociation not hold a meeling? This 
question is being borne in on the minds 
of the footballers in the Dominion of 
Canada this year more than at any 
other period in the soccer history of 
the federation, 
tor, the self-styled president 
Dominion. football. association, met a 
number of the more prominent mem- 
bers of the Amateur Athietie Union of 
Canada in Montreal, and entered offi- 
cially into negotiations with them in 
regard to an amendment of several of 
the rules of the latter body to be pro- 
posed at an early meeling of the union, 
Barter stated that he spoke for 15,000 
football men from Halifax to Vancouver 
when he said old country professional 
teams, were wanted to tour this coun- 
try, and be also stated that under the 
present ban even the famous Corin- 
thians could not now tour this country 
because of the actions of the Amateur 
Athlelic Union of Canada. He was an 
amateur clear through, he claimed, and 
the present organization in professional 
football. In Montreal was only a flash jn 
the pan. At the same time he had the 
interests of the game at heart and he 
had the authority to state that from 
Hahifax to Vancouver the Dominion 
Football association was doing a good 
work, 

Who Is Fred Barker? 

President Fred Barter made state- 
ments al that’ meeting which. he has 
not the slightest right to do, What 
authority from. the Alberta Football 
association has this man to stand up in 
Montreal and make:statements regard- 
ing the playing of any teams, or the re- 
pealing: of any rules of the Amateur 
Union of Ganada. What authority has 
he from any other association In Wes- 
torn Ganada? Asa matter of fact, 
can Fred Barter produce any one paper 
to show that the Dominion Football as- 
When 
did the annual general meeting of 1013 


ake place? Where did it tako place? 


Who were the associations represented 
af that meeting? Was there an exo- 
cutive appointed? Who appointed 
Fréd Barter Prosident of the Dominion 
Football assoolation? Who appointed 
him vice-president, secretary and gen- 
eral managing committee of the -Do- 
minion Football association? Finally, 
who is. the Dominien Football associa- 
tion? Only one of these questions can 
I_answer, and there is no man who can 
answer any of the others. The mans 
Fred Barter. In his own mind he is 
the czar of Dominion football, but 
luckily he is the only one who thinks

Some people believe that Fred Barter 
is doing his best for association football 
in Canada. If what wa’ have been 
reading throughout the country for the 
past year, in connection with the secret 
meetings in Montreal and Toronto; per 
fervid appeals to the Amateur Athletic 
union which that body have so far 
rightly ignored as coming from a per- 
son Without authonity; letters lo the 
newspapers and various other twisted 
dealings, is the best that’ Fred Barter 
can do to consolidate the Dominion 
football association then the sooner he 
quits the farce the better will it be for

A Disgrace to Football 
A farce, did I say? Itts worse, It 
{s a rank disgrace, From ‘'Hallfax to 
Vancouver,’ a8 Mr. Barter styles it— 
the people, so far from being at his 
back acclaiming his great work, are 


‘i hurling. execrations and declamations 


at his head for the sorry mess that he 
has got this country into in association 
football, Everything he has done has 
had the hall mark of ‘'Trust" and sale 
fishness written large upon it, and, t 
him and one or two others, I dlreotly 
altribute the professional situation in 
Montreal and the east today. The fact 
that he has never had any appointment 
conferred upon him by the Hastern as8- 
sociations since the time that he was 
forced to vacate the chair of tho Que- 
bao Football association for handling 
the affairs in an incapable way, with 
veiled and often open professionalism 
running rift among the clubs, {s enough 
to show that he is hald in no regard 
{n matters soccer, although he would 
like us here to think so. 


Misleading or Mislead? 

No man should writo or attack any 
other person without he {s able, or 
altempts to suggest a remedy... 1 
have nothing against Fred Barter. 1 
belioye him to be an honest man, but he 
is olther directly St at or belng 
misled in this football muddle, or is 
{gnorant of the magnitude of the task 
ho pretends to champion, Before there 
oan be one single thing done to con- 
solidate the Dominion of Ganada Foot- 
ball assoolation, there must be a mect- 
ing held of the associations who intend 
to form that body. Invitations must be 
sent to evory provinolal organization 
In the oountry, and after the represen- 
tatlves from these different associations 
have met, a proper oonstitutlon and 
rules, with officers and exeoutlve, mune, 
be appointed. 

At the present timo, Barter of Monte 
real, and probably Watson of Toronto, 
are the only two and they aro self- 
appointed. The Dominion of Canada 
is too large to bo governed by ono as~ 
sociation throughout. I, terete, 
suggest that two associations, on 
eastern and the other western, be 
formed, both with full administrative 
powers, and affillated with the Domin- 
jon association, purely on a legislative 
basis, That Is to say, all matters per- 
taining to the west purely shall be.dealt 
wilh by the Western association, the 
same te hold good In the opposite 
sonse, In the oase of the eastern. The 
only matters which would come before 
the Dominion Football assoolation 
would be brofessonallaai and the visits 
of old country teams, Ofer: atte 
of purely federal interes ond, 4
